Audi alteram partem, No rule could be 
better. ‘Therefore as we gave our own 
views about the opium question the 
other day, we feel it almost a duty to 
let the pablic have the benefit of the 
latest opinions expressed in Europe on 
the same topic, though these views aro 
diametrically opposed to ours. A Dr. 
Christlieb has published in German a 
violent denunciation of the traffic, and 
his book has just been translated into 
English by a Mr. Croom, under tho 
title of The Indo-British Opiwn Trade 
and its Effect. Both author and trans. 
lator are, we venture to say, equally 
unknown to fame in the literary world 
or sciontific, or indeed in any world ex- 
copt perhaps that of the congregations 
who love to assemble in Little Bethels. 
Dr. Christlieb is a doctor of divinity, | 
of something the same stamp no doubt 
as those Baptist doctors at whom a 
correspondent, whose wickedness wo | 
deplore, though we despair of reform. 
ing it, lately poked fun in these columns. | 
Tndeed doctors of divinity are becoming | 
so numerous now-a-days that if they | 
go on increasing at the same rate, | 
respectable ecclesiatics will, five years | 
hence, avoid the title as they would 
a contumelious nickname, Wo don’t | 
know what authority the doctor now 
under notice has for his assertions, as | 
our knowledge of his book is derived 
neither from itself nor from its trans- | 
lation, but from a highly appreciative

namber of the British Quarterly Review. 
He bins discovered that spasmodic efforts 
are being made to control the trade 
and narrow it. This must refer to 
tbe Auti-Opinm Society, which body 
is the only visible one in a state of 
spasm on the subject. The culliva- 
tion of the poppy is being consider 
ably restricted, and British Consuls 
(Mr. Garduer for instance) report 
strongly against the drag. The Chinese 
authorities are limiting the land to be 
employed in the cultivation of the 
“noxious weed.” Truly most of the 
startling news about China comes to 
us from Earope and America, and the 
Chiuese themselves, or as many of them 
as read foreign journals, mast often be 
set agape by iuformation about their 
country, their officials, and follow 
countrymen, which they would never 
have gaiued were it not for the efforts 
of foreign newspaper writers, That 
such information ia all false matters 
little or nothing—to those who cirenlate 
it. Bat in spite of the earnest and 
successful efforts of the Chinese Gov- 
ernment to stamp out the poppy, the 
trade from India still carries poison 
(with a capital P) to millions in China 
(“ millions” is good). It no longer 
aids the revenues of India, but rather 
endangers them, and it eveu casts ite 
dark shadows ou England and America. 
It must be confessed that we aro not 
justified in expecting doctors of divinity 





| to be consequent in their arguments, 


Batit is uncommonly odd that although 
the opinm traffic no longer ids the 
revenues of India, the great difficulty 
in the way of abolishing it lies in the 
deficit it would create in the Indian 
budget wherein one seventh of the 
revenue is attributed to opium. It is 
not our business to reconcile these 
statements, but it seems that thoy can 
seareely both be trae. Dr. Christlieb 
has at all eveuts satisfied himself that 
the opium trade is the ugliest blot that 
rests on auy nation’s civilisation. Ho 
is welcome to his opinion, but it is nob 





very polite to express it so uncom- 
promisingly. Nor indeed is it very 
prodent, for it sets one thinking

whether if he looked at home instead 
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of abroad he might not discover 
some blots quite as big and quite as 
Dlack. How for instance about the 
increase in the number of spirit shops 
in Germany from 188,000 in 1870 to 
255,000 in 1876, and in the consump. 
tion of alcoholic drinks from 286,000 
litres in 1872 to 981,000 litres in 
1876? How about the notorious 
adulteration of food in the Fatherlaud, 
an adulteration with which the legisla 
turo is confessedly unable to cope? 
How, too, about the increase in the 
number of erimiuals iu Prussia, from 
6,408 in 1871, to 12,807 in 1877? 
‘And be it observed that for every two 
murderers in 1871 there were five iu 
1877. We do not, with these figures 
before us, bring any general indictment 
against the German nation, but the 
facts make oue soft-headed doctor of 
divinity somewhat ridiculous when he 
sternly pokes up the conscience of Eug- 
land, and shouts that that and not 
the public purse should be consulted. 
“When this infamous stain shall be 
“yemoved from the name-of Christi- 
“anity, the victorious march of Christ’s 
“Jcingdom will be no longer impeded.” 
This is cant—cant of the deepest dye, 
Is Ohrist’s kingdom advancing in Ger- 
many, where no opium is smoked, and 
where not one person in a thousand 
has beard of the opiam trade, but 
where for all that, in the last five years 
infanticide has increased 83 por cent, 
crimes against morality 102 per ceut., 
and fraudulent bankruptey 286 per 
cont ?’If this be the kingdom of Christ, 
untainted by the opium traffic, we will 
humbly and thankfully necept the traffic 
and chance its diabolical results. Some 
sensible person, we forget who he wns, 
said that if ouly he were protected 
from his friends, he could give a satis- 
factory enough account of his enemies, 
Trnly devout. people who have the best 
interests of the whole bunian raco at 
heart, must surely, if they are given to 
cursing, curso such supporters as Dr. 
Christliob, Were we desirous of tren 
ing © sincere and intelligent believer 
into a free-thinker we would present 
him with a book of sermons on “the 
Evidences ;” aud similarly were we aux- 
ious to convert a couscientious oppo- 
nent of the opium trade to practical com- 
mon sense, we would recommend him 
to peruse some such fartago of false- 
hood and folly as Dr. Christlieb, as 
represented by his admiring reviewer, 
has achieved.

Wo are indebted to an esteemed and 
indefatigable correspondent for the ex- 
cellent and complete report of the recent 
Race meeting at Amoy, for which, on 
behalf of the sporting portion of the com- 
munity and ourselves, we beg: to tender 
him our best thanks. 

‘The Paper Hunt on Saturday could 
hardly in the usual acceptance of the term 
be called a hunt. ‘The start was from the 
back of Wayside, Hongkew, over a formid- 
able jump which was the finish in one of 
the previous hunts during this season. 
Mr. Burkill, the Master of the Club, with 
Mr. Fearon and Mr. J. Bell-Irving, Stew- 
ards, and Mr, Maitland, the winner of the 
last hunt, laid the paper, striking off to 
the left as far as Hell Creek, then turning 
down the bauks of the creek for a couple 
of miles, and doubling back by a circuit- 
ous route to a point about half a mile 
further down the Yangtsze-po Road than 
the start. The distance traversed was esti- 
mated at nearly ten miles, and the Stewards 
took an hour and 2 half to lay the paper. 
Between twenty-five and thirty ponies 
started, and for the first time during the 
present season they all refused to take the 
first jump. But mtore than a dozon were 
soon orer, the others following at irreg- 
ular intervals, ‘There were not many 
spectators to see the start, and, as usual, 
all the ponies had left they 
leisurely wended their way to the finish-

ing post. Many were too late, however, to 
seo the first arrivals of the competitors, 
The start was at 3.15 o'clock and though it 
took the stewards an hour and a half to lay 
the course, the greater number of tho 
riders finished before a quarter to four, and 
they declared they had followed the paper 
all the way. But it was evident they could 
not have done so, unless they picked up 
the old paper of the previous hunt in the 
same neighbourho»d and cut off about half 
the distance it was intended they should 
go. ‘The first four in, according to the 
Master, were Messrs, Howland, Beobe, 
Bolton and Wintle ; but whether the usual 
prizes will be awarded is a matter for the 
consideration of the Stewards, 

To dog fanciers and sportsmen in general 
the following paragraph will doubtless bo 
of interest :-—A pointer dog bred in Japan 
of a French breed, under treatment by 
Mr. H. E, Hall, Veterinarian, for chronic 
hepatitis, that was apparently recovering 
very fast, and looked well on Saturday 
night, was found dead on Sunday morning 
from suffocation, On a post mortem ex- 
amination being made by Mr, Hall, the 
breast and left lung were found full of 
worms, similar to what have been found 
in dogs in Shanghai before. But on 
examining the kidneys he found a large 
worm of blood red colour measuring 11} 
inches in length and 7-16ths of an inch 
in diameter, the eyes, mouth, and nostrils 
of which were quite visible to the naked 
eye. ‘The whole have been preserved in 
separate bottles, and are now at the Shang- 
hai Dispensary, Canton Road, where they 
can bo seen by those interested in dogs 
and their diseases, 

By the C.DLS.N. Co.'s steamer Hochung 
two papers and aletter arrived at this office 
on Saturday bearing Hongkong dates of 20th 
December, 1879, From enquiries we learn 
that the cause of delay was owing to the 
non-delivery of the mail-bag on the arrival 
of the steamer on the 26th December last 
to the Post Office authorities here. 

We understand that on Wednesday 
evening, about eight o'clock, the M.M, 
steamer Iraowaddy came into collision with 
a junk, outside Woosung, cutting her in 
two. ‘The steamer was stopped, but we are 
informed that there were two other junks 
near which picked up the men from the 
one that sank, It seems that these two 
junks showed lights and the steamer passed 
between them, striking the other shortly 
afterwards which is said to have shewn no 
light. 

‘At a meeting of the newly formed Kiv- 
x14NG Municipal Council, held on the 16th 
instant, Mr. , L. Simpson was elected 
Chairman, Mr. W. J. Tucker Treasurer, 
and Mr. Alex. Campbell Secretary. 

In their tea report, dated Carcurra, 19th 
December, Messrs. Thos. Watson & Co. 
state:—During the fortnight two public 
sales have been held, on the 10th December, 
when 8,651 Ibs. were sold, and on the 17th, 
when 8,000 Ibs. were sold.

‘THE SIR ROWLAND HILL MEMORIAL. 
“Ty Sir Rowland Hill” said the obit- 
uary writer in the Times, “the country 
has lost one of iis most able and faith- 
fal servants.” ‘This is perfectly true; 
aud, besides, we may suy that “all 
peoples, nations, and languages” have 
derived benefit from the great move- 
ment with which the name of Hill 
be for ever identified. We who have 
lived in the coustaut enjoyment of the 
advantages of the penny post system 
cau only imperfectly realize the boon 
that Hill conferred on the world, and 
we find it impossible to put ourselres 
back to a time when Liberals of high 
intelligence like Siduey Smith could 
ridicule the idea as absurd and chimer- 
ical. Rowland Hill was one of the sturdy 
baud of reformers who were brought 
up under the influouce of the illus- 
trious Priestley, and who did their 
utmost to fight the battle of reform 
agaiust that system of exclusiveness 
and privilege which ruled England in 
the time of George ITT and Lord Eldon. 
‘When we look at the difficulties which 
these pioneers and pursuivants of pro- 
gross had to fight, wo nre inclined to 
place the rhetoriciaus of the present day 
in their propor place and to ask “ what 
have these men done in comparison 
with the earlier generation?” For it 
must not be forgotten that Rowlaud 
Hill was not merely a mau who hit 
upon a felicitous idea. He not only 
wrote a pamplilet on Post Office Re- 
form, but he carried out all the details 
of the system in its varions branches. 
‘When the important Bill was passed, 
and a penny post had become the law 
of the land, he was appointed to or- 
ganizo the complex machinery of the 
reformed system, and though be was 
very much hampered by the ad- 





- herents of the old segime and in- 


adequately paid, he mo:nged to carry 
through many important reforms 
at St. Martin’s-le-Grand. The end, 
however, fully repaid Hill for his up- 
hill battle with prejadice. Year by 
year the boon he conferred on the 
world has been mors aud more appre- 
ciated ; and now, when he bus passed 
trangnilly eway, rich in the esteem of 
all good mon, there ses every reason 
for erecting 2 memorial in his honour. 
‘The old system of heavy postage “shut 
out,” as O'Connell eloquently said, 
“warm hearts and generous affections 
from home, kindred; and friends.” 
Surely the millions who have derived 
comfort from rapid and cheap com- 
munication with friends and kinsfolk 
may spare something to the Rowland 
Hill Memorial, aud may help to pay a 
tribute to a man who has rendered 
more persons happy thaw all the states- 
men and diplomatists of the centaur, 
Rowland Hill belongs not to a parti- 
cular nation or » particular party or 
a particnlar policy ; ho is in the trnest 
sense of the word a benefactor of tho

have lived and worked for their fellow- 
men and not for themselves. If there 
ever was a Utilitnrian in the world it 
was Rowland Hill, and he bas glorified 
the title by showing how the purest 
affections, the noblest intellectual 
efforts, and the most elevating moral 
principles, may be warmed, aided, and 
diffused by n reform which in its pro- 
jection and infaney might have seemed 
mean and insignificant. ‘The Liberals, 
who regard man as a being created for 
the purpose of passing a series of re- 
form bills, sueered at the humble con. 
triver of the Penny Post, yet he has dif- 
fused greater happiness (we are serious 
in what we say), thanthe largest conceir- 
able extension of the franchise could con- 
fer. It is expedient that a community 
like ours should show its appreciation of 
the good work done by Rowland Hill, 
and should assist in offering # tribute 
to his memory. It is satisfactory, too, 
to find that the Mansion House au- 
thorities take cognizance of our Muni- 
cipality, and are willing to allow us to 
have the privilege of assisting in a 
work with which it is hononrable to be 
associated in ever 50 humble a degree. 
‘The lines in the “ Church in Leicester. 
shire” must bo trae of all memorials :— 
He wrongs the dead who thinks this marble 
frame 
‘Was built to be the guardian of each name ; 
Whereas ’twas for their ashes only meant, 
‘Their names are set to guard the monument. 
Whatever memorial may bo erected 
to Sir Rowland Hill, bis fume will in 
all likeliliood outlast it; still a memorial 
should be erected to him, and Shanghni 
will we trust, subscribe liberally towards 
this good object. 




















THE DRAMA AND OPERA IN SHANGHAI. 

Taz time and money bestowed by the 
Shanghai community upon their amuse- 
ments certainly entitle them to as much 
intellectual and artistic enjoyment as 
they can possibly obtain for their out- 
lay. Of course we enjoyed ourselves 
of old ander considerable difficulties, 
and in all our public entertainments we 
lad “to make believe” a great deal. 
Wo are placed in a remote corner of 
the earth and we cannot expect that 
artists of the most commanding ability 
in the masical and dramatic worlds will 
come thousands of miles to gratify a 
fortuitous coujauction of atoms pitched 
in a swamp on the coast of China. 
Looking over the past we are disposed 
to think tat we have been exceptionally 
fortuvate and that the amusements that 
have begniled our evenings have been 
quite as good as our remoteness war- 
ranted us in expecting. ‘The triumphs 
of the A.D.C. are freshly recollected and 
the excellence of old favourites in cer- 
tain well remembered réles is a fruitful 
topic of conversation with those whose 
dramatic memories are lovg and active. 
There were smart hits given and witty 
songs sung in the brave days of old, 
and many a quaint and fantastic and 
amusing picture rises before the mind's 
eye when it summons up the heroes

and heroines of the burlesques and 
comediettas that were performed in the 
godown in the Peking Road and in the 
theatreof which the epitaph wassograce- 
fully written in the pages of Puck. Ibis 
idle to expect, however, that these times 
will return, When it became possible to 
secure the kind wid of Indy amateurs 
on our boards, a new epoch was entered 
apon and the character of our amuse- 
ments was vastly improved. We must 
of course henceforth expect that the 
Lyceum will be principally supporiea by 
the porformances of professional com- 
panies, aud these will gradually improve 
in strength and efficiency as time goes 
on and the steadiness and liberality of 
our patronage are kuown amongst 
actors and singers. Thus the Lyceum 
boards will only be occasionally trod- 
den by amatenrs, and the majority of 
the entertainers who present themselves: 
will be regularly trained to their work, 
We are disposed to think that this will 
be a boon to the community. ‘Thongh 
no amatenr can ever be induced to 
believe it, the stnge is a difficult pro- 
fession, and the most brilliant amateurs 
when compared with actors nud actress. 
es, who have studied their vocation, 
are often convicted of ignorance of the 
grammar of their fascinating art. 

‘The frequent opportunities which will 
be afforded us we hope in coming years 
of seeing good professionals, will tench 
our awateurs many little details and 
make their performances far more on- 
joyable than they have often been. All 
tho performers who appear on the 
Lyceum stage might learn with advan- 
tage to themselves and all concerned, 
that the aconstic properties of the 
house render the voice of the prompter 
when even imperfectly heard by the 
actors, distinctly audible to the audi- 
ence, and the professional managers 
would do well to copy the amateurs in 
their attention to scenery and decora- 
tions. The time for slovenliness in 
these matters is passed away. The 
public taste will not be satisfied with- 
out some attempt at picturesque ar- 
rangement and historical fidelity in the 
mounting of a drama or an opera, 

Signor Cagli’s company is by far the 
best. which has ever appenred iu 
Shanghai, and they have given us even- 
ings which will be plensautly recol- 
lected throngh many weary summer 
dass. ‘hose residents who bave uot 
beon home for several years must, we 
are persuaded, thoroughly enjoy the 
performances of these excellent singers 
and actors. It is not our province to 
trench on the Art critic’s ground, and 
to specify in a leading article the special 
merits of the various vocalists, but we 
may express a general opinion on the 
excellence of the group of singers 
Signor Cagli has marsballed under his 
direction, and also a hope that they will 
be encouraged sufficiently to induco 
them to come again, Where there is 
so niueh to praise, however, it is a pity 
to see the effect of fine operas marred 
by carelessness in details. There is a 
large collection of well painted scenery 
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in the “dock” of the Lyceum, and we 
gee no reason why it should not be 
used. Why should every viceregal, 
ueal, or royal palace in Ferrata, Venice, 
Mantua, Gaul, or Boston, Mass. (2) be 
represented by the same room scene ? 
Why shovld Norma instead of being 
discovered in a cavo with a couch 
covered by the skins of beasts find ber- 
self in a gilded salon? And why 
should not the courtiors and soldiers, 
the pages and conspirators be more 
numerous thau they are on all the 
many occasions on which the presence 
of these gentry is needed by the action 
of the opera? The last act of Lucr 
Borgia was rendered far less effective 
than it should have been by the 
absence of the guards with which the 
Duchess overawes her enemies. This 
is an instance, but it is sufficient 
to show the uature of the defects we 
think it well to point out. The artists 
employed would, we aro assured, act 
and sing with more vigour if they 
wore not weighted with a senso of a 
meagre and inadequate mise-en-scene, 
Altogether there is little to complain 
of, and wo hope that every fresh year 
will see au improvement in the toue of 
tke amusements of Shanghai. - The 
comfort of the residents is largely en- 
hanced by anything which breaks in 
on the conventionality of dinner parties, 
and the brightening effect of new topics 
of interest and entertainment is felt in 
the additional liveliness of conversation.

Mr. Alabaster has beon publishing at 
intervals during the-last two years pamph- 
lets which he modestly calls “ Occasional 
Papers,” and which we hope may be the 
pursuivants of alarger work on the interest- 
ing questions connected with Chinese Phi- 
losophy. It is needless to say that these 


Papors exhibit great vigour of mind and | : 
j and these are the attributes which dis- 


originality, and that if he does not work 
them up into a large work, the thoughts 
they coutain will be appropriated without 
any compunction by the many writers who 
are “nibbling,” if we may be allowed the 
phrase, at this important and difficult 
subject. Tho Paper before us is called 
“The Chinese Bible,” and is superior 
in boldness and ability to its predecessors. 
Mr. Alabaster considers that the Classics 
have been very seriously misrepre- 
sonted by the translators, Without any 
disrespect to the Professor of Chinese at 
Oxford, we may venture to say that his 
work is not to be considered “tinal.” Dr. 
Logge has done good work in his timo, and 
stands like Saul overtopping the rank and 
file of sinologues, but an adequate render- 
ing of tho great Classies of China has yet to 
be produced, and every writer who points 
out the true course to be adopted by the

Bible” of China. He is desirous to make 
these works intelligible to English readers 
by -showing how they are analogous to 
the Sacred writings of other nations. 
“Indeed,” he says, “the parallel nature of 
the Chinese Scriptures might be fairly 
represented by rendering the King as the 
Chinese Old, and the Shoo as the Chinese 
‘New Testament in the sense in which we 
commonly use thé word; in fact to the 
Chinese, they exactly answer thereto.” It 
will be difficult to persuade the ordinary 
reador that there is not something profane 
in this, although if one takes a wide view 
of the Providential government of tho 
world these translations will appear not 
only reasonable but helpful. To quote 
Mr. Alabaster again : “From first to last 
they, i.c., the Chinese Classics, are essen- 
tially of a religious character, and to the 
Chinese mind as authoritative on this sub- 
ject as our Scriptures are to us; to them 
they refer on all occasions for a standard 
of truth ; and beside them they reco; 
nothing as finally conclusive on points in 
regard of which there may be doubt ; and 
in no way do they answer to what we mean 
when“We speak of the Classics. As the 
Bible, they have affected the character of 
the language, and they are of very antient 
origin, but they are not the models of 
literary style, they are not the standard 
works of the past and present generations to 
which the term “Classical” can be properly 
applied. China has its Classics in infinite 
number, but the King and the Shoo stand 
in a class apart,” 

‘This is a point which we do not think 
has been so clearly stated before, and Mr. 
Alabaster must prepare for contradiction. 
‘The general idea in the minds of those who 
employ the term ‘ Classical” to the books 
of the Chinese is that those books are to the 
Chinese what Plato's Republic and Aristo- 
tle’s Ethics were to the Greeks. This 
notion is erroneous. They are not the works 
of eminent writers, they are authoritative 
and oracular. Now these are the attributes 
with which the books of the two great 
Greek philosophers were never invested, 








tinguish the Sacred Books of a nation. 
We have gained a great point and have 
made a great step when we can realize this, 
‘The “tesselated” nature of the Shoo King 
is also insisted on and in a few sentences 
‘Mr. Alabaster brings out this important 
characteristic of the Chinese Oracle :— 
“Next in order comes the Shoo King; 
the collected writings which had come 
down to the times of Confucius; the ut- 
terances of the antient sages as they had 
been rudely noted down in following ages ; 
inscriptions the antient Kings had caused 
to be depicted on their sacrificial vessel 
speeches made by the leaders of the nation 
(ike those of the Judges and others pre- 
served in the earlier books of the Bible,) 
when starting on those expeditions they 
thought or declared imposed upon them by 
divine command, charges by Emperors to’ 
historical narratives of 
great events ; and interspersed philosophi-

The beauty and intrinsic value of the old 
writings of the Chinese were acknowledged 
freely by the great Jesuits, who did not 
consider that the cause of Christianity would 
be strengthened by defaming and lowering 
the works of heathen writers. It was the 
Puritans who first took this sinister and 
unworthy course, and the result has been, 
that widening of the gulf between the 
Western and the Oriental mind which all 
truly philosophical and religions ren must 
deplore. The vast learning and culture of 
the old Jesuits allowed them to discern 
the beauties of the Chinese writings ; and 
of the Ske King, the Book of Odes, one 
of them says: “Nous ne craignons pas 
de dire qu'il ne cede qu’aux psaumes do 
David pour parler de la Divinité de la 
Providencede lavirtu, otc. aveccettemagni- 
ficence d’expressions et cette clovation 
@ideés qui glace les passions d’effvoi, ravis- 
sent esprit, et tirent lame de la sphere 
des sens.” 

Our readers will do well to study this 
Occasional Paper, which is a great advance 
in clearness and definitoness on the former 
ones, and which affords suggestions for a 
now and improved treatment of the sub- 
ject. We thank Mr. Alabaster for his 
contribution to Sinology, and hope that 
he will work at the rich and productive 
mine which he has opened. 








GLIMPSES AT FOREIGN REVIEWS. 

M. E. Vacherot of the Institute opens 
the 15th November number of the Revwe 
des dewe Mondes with a carefully written 
and dispassionate article on the Constitu- 
tional and Parliamentary Republic—the 
republic, one might say, as it ought to be 
rather than the republic as it is, After the 
many storms that France has gallantly en- 
countered, there is now nothing in her 
exterual relations that menaces either 
danger or difficulty, But for all that there 
is a seething agitation throughout the 
country itself, of which the vagueness de- 
tracts nothing from the reality. A’ com- 
munity whose members stand shoulder to 
shoulder during a pressing peril from with- 
out falls into its separate units or clusters 
as soon as that peril is romoved. Class 
jealousies of all kinds recover their empire, 
Questions as to the respective shares to be 
borne in government, as to the competing 
rights of labour and capital, or as to the 
dominance of one view or another taken in 
regard to education, divide men into sections 
which hate one another as bitterly as though 
a fow brief years ago their animosities had 
not been buried. Such vigourous rivalries 
are certain to spring up in any democracy, 
but their violende is accentuated by the 
intemperate vivacity of the French cha- 
racter, and more especially of the Parisian 
character. As a counterpoise to the acti- 
vities that may at any moment declare 
themselves the constitution provided for 
three co-ordinate powers in the state. But 
with arapidity which has taken by surprise 
many of the framers of that constitution 
the senate has been reduced to insigi 
ficance, and even from the beginning has 
done little more than register the decisions 
of the chamber. M. Thiers was a eon- 
stitutioual king in all but name. He held 
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his ministers responsible to himself alone, 
and his exceptional position among ex- 
ceptional surroundings so far made his 
place an easy one, that nobody dared to 
question tho right of the one man who 
could, would and did save France, to select 
his ministers at his pleasure. Once selected, 
their position was as well defined as his 
own, . He alone was responsible to the 
chambers and to the country. He would 
have relentlessly crushed any attempt at 
stumping or the slightest symptom of 
popularity hunting by his ministers. Now 
all is changed. M. Dufaure is the puppet 
of a noisy and puzzle-headed majority. 
M. Jules Simon lost power for no better 
reason to all appearance than that he feared 
to risk popularity, and M. Waddington’s 
fate will probably resemble that of his 
predecessor, for tho conflicts that are now 
raging or theatening are of such a nature 
that the struggles will be those of gods and 
giants, Men who svek no higher aim than 
to give executive expression to the shrieks 
of a violent-democracy cannot be said to 
govern their country. What is matter of 
most serious moment, however, is that 
these men are responsible for thuse shrieks. 
For a country in the enjoyment of universal 
suffeage has little need or desire to be 
constantly appealed to. It is sensible 
of wants, interests, feelings and opinions, 
and of great objects which loom before it 
in shadowy magnificence, but it is also 
sensible of the fact that the task of realising 
the programme of its desires is fitted to 
comparatively few hands. It is satisfied 
to have the selection of guides ; after that 
it desires to be guided. On the other 
hand, it always, at least for the time being, 
pays a despotic ruler to submit his measures 
to the purchased hurrahs of amob. By the 
time that it is discovered that theso do not 
represent public opinion, despotic license 
is ripening into a catastrophe which sweeps 
away overy established institution and 
leaves society a prey to the wild follies 
and crimes of an uncurbed democracy. 
Against such aseries of events constitutional 
government offers a barrier in an upper 
chamber, removed by its circumstances and 
its mode of election or recruitment from 
the more violent forms of party demon- 
stration. Its function is not to direct or 
to hinder, but to enlighten, and perhaps 
above all to retard mechanically the head- 
long current of legislation. ‘The freedom 
from restraint which is enjoyed alike by the 
administration in a pure democracy and 
in a despotism invariably proves its ruin, 
‘Things go on unchecked until they are 
tolerable, and it is not until the cataclysm 
arrives that mon regret that the breaks 
which they had under their hands were 
allowed to fall into disuse and forgetfulness. 
M. Vacherot points out that a blind 
worship of unity in the party in power 
has so far acted to paralyse the senate, 
and to leave the permanent interests of the 
country at the mercy of noisy demagogues 
within and without the cabinet, And he 
prophesies that if the “useless and iniqui- 
tous” seventh article of the education law 
passes the senate, the victory will be a 
party one, not a popular one, and there- 
fore disastrous for the victors, who more- 
over will discover that, after having dis- 
turbed the consciences and troubled the 














peace of hundreds of thousands of persons, 
the education of youth will in spite of all 
their efforts inevitably swing back into its 
old tracks. The desired results will be 
transitory, but the feeling left behind by 
an effort at tyranny will remain long un- 
appeased. Another burning question— 
that of a plenary amnesty to be extended 
to the Communists—will, however it may 
be settled, involve effects much less far- 
reaching. Supposing the amnesty granted, 
the mischief may be great, but it will have 
been brought about by a mistaken leniency. 
But article seven of the education law has 
no better basis than misrepresentation, 
ingratitude and fantastic theories, and a 
critical public will judge these severely 
when inconvenience pinches every family in 
France, But there is no end to the evils 
that may fall on a country when its legis~ 
lative body is merely a voting machine, the 
cranks of which are completely under the 
control of a party pre-eminent by numbers, 
though not by practical ability, and so 
strongly imbued with doctrinaire theories 
that they consider the world made for the 
purpose of experimenting in, Instead of 
this chila’s play with opinions and pre- 
judices the rulers of France have, accord- 
ing to M. Vacherot, many a practical duty 
cut out for them. Like Admiral Jurien de 
In Gravitre, who, a few pages farther on, 
insists on the same lesson, they have the 
example of Germany (“cote grande et 
vaillante nation”) before them. Instead 
of being actively and offensively uscless, 
they should devote all their energies to the 
creation of a nation of soldiers and sailors, 
to which the first requisite is peace at home. 
In M. André Pheuriet’s Sonvenirs dune 
plage Bretonne (Saint Enoyat) we will 
notice only a humourous criticism on the 
change in French literary taste since the 
days when Chateaubriand ruled the ro- 
mantic school. To scholars and sailors we 
Jeave Adiniral Jurien de Ia Gravibre’s paper 
on the invasion of Africa by Agathocles 
at the moment when he and his troops 
were strictly blockaded in Syracuse by the 
Carthaginian fleet and army. The adven- 
ture was one of the most daring and most 
successful ever tried, and of itself is sufi- 
cient to place the Sicilian commander high 
among the greatest military geniuses of 
history. But the Admiral’s graphic story 
must be read.—M. Alfred Pouillée contri- 
butes an admirable paper on the rationale 
of seciety’s dealings with the criminal 
classes. To this article we will return,

As might be expected there is little or 
no news here, Owing to the absence of 
roduee and the approach of the Chineso 
few Year business is somewhat slack, 
indeed the winter bamboo shoot will be tho 
only article on the market I am told, 
however, that in spite of this owt fortnightl 
steamer continues to take away a ful 
cargo every trip. After New Year the 
spring bamboo shoots will be in sea- 
son and the second crop of oranges will 
be shipped, so in the course of another 
month & somewhat brisker trade may be 
looked forward to. 

Our oranges, the bulk of which aro 
destined for Tientsin, do not ripen much 
before the middle of November, con- 
sequently only the more forward fruit can 
be picked and shipped in time to catch tho 
last steamers from Shanghai to the north.

HONGKONG. 
According to the Daily Press, the British 
*Gommodore” at Hongkong svems bitterly 
opposed to the publication of Naval mat- 
ters, small or great, and receives the follow- 
ing well-deserved rebuke :—"'The launch of 
a small vessel took place at the Naval Yard 
yosterday afternoon. Our reporter was 
excluded from the yard, by express order 
of the Commodore, who loses no oppor- 
tunity of placing impediments in the way 
of the Press obtaining information, The 
following are the particulars which this 
reat man thinks it so essential to conceal 
from the public:—he steam pinnace is 
for the use of the yard to replace the old 
onethe hull of which has justbeensold. Her 
dimensions are :—Length 50 feet, breadth 
11 feet, depth 5 feet, burthen iu tons200.M. 
Tt is the first screw steam launch built in 
the Naval Yard, and great credit is due to 
Mr. F, D. Palmer who designed and built 
her. ‘The launch took place shortly before 
four o'clock, and was witnessed by Com- 
modore Smith, Captain St. Clair, and several 
othor officers, and, last but not least, our 
roporter, who was stationed on the Com- 
missariat wharf, a few yards distant, and 
whose presence seemed greatly to perturb 
the Commodore's mind and mitigate his 
Jeasure in the proceedings. Mrs. St. 
Jair christened the boat the Constance as 
it glided into the water, breaking the cus.

Now it has been brought to my kuow- 
ledge that rumours have lately been cir- 
culated that all the shops and dwellings 
from the Roman Catholic Cathedral as far 
as the river are going to be destroyed, so 
as to make a canal; also that in Swatow 
the murder of a Consul has taken place, 
and likewise that in the district of Shin-«n 
(Sunon) a missionary has been killed. In 
none of these statements is the slightest 
real foundation. Undoubtedly such rumours 
are spread by those who are desirous to 
give rise to troubles, and such conduct 
should at once be stringently prohibited, 
in order that the people may not be im- 
posed on and that tranquillity may be 
preserved. 

I have it 
military officers to make stringent and 
secret search for those who spread such 
rumours, and now I issue this proclamation 
for the information of the scholars, mer- 
chants, soldiers, and people, Let all of 
you know that peace is preserved between 
China and foreign nations, and that in 
Canton as well as in other districts tran- 
guillity prevails among both Chinese and 
foreigners. 

Let none of you excite the people by 
spreading rumours in order. to make 
troubles. If auy fail to attend to this in- 
junction, when they are brought before 
the tribunal the full penalties of the law 
shail be inflicted upon them, and no 
leniency shall be shown. 

Let none disregard this proclamation.

ADSTRACT OF PEKING GAZETTES. 


December 14th,—(1) A decree conferring 
honorary distinctions upon the Sub-Chan- 
collors of the Grand Secretariat who have 
been engaged in the revision of the records 
of the State Historiographer’s Office for the 
period embraced between the ye 1837 
and 1874, the date of the decease of the 
Emperor Tung Chih. Four copies of this 
work, comprising upwards of 600 volumes, 
two in Manchu and two in Chinese, have 
been made. One copy in each language is 
to be deposited on an auspicions day in the 
Imperial Library, and the other two copies 
are to bo placed in. the State Historiogra- 
phor's Office for reference. 

(2) Wén Chéng, Senior vice-President 
of the Board of Punishments, is allowed to 
retire in consequence of ill health, 


(8) Sacléng-ah fz BE, Military Com- 
mandant of Kirin, is appointed Coin- 
mandant of the Forces at Urumtsi, He 
is to proceed to his post at Government 
expense.

(6) Postscript Memorial from Li Hung- 
chang, Huang Prau-chéng, » Colonel and 
a Kung, or member of ti: first grade of 
hereditary nobility, has «plied to the 
memorialist under the following cireum- 
stances: His native place was P’ing-ho 
Hoien in Fuhkien, but his father, Huang 
Ob'ing-ch’un, died at Peking when Huang 
P'au-chéng was quite boy. Being too 
young, therefore, to return to his native 
place, the Governor of Shun-t'ien applied 
to His Majesty for permission on P'au’s be- 
half to register himself as a native of the 
Shun-t'ien prefecture. This wasgranted, and 
he succeeded to the title, being afterwards 
employed on military duty. He has now 
been recommended for provincial service, 
and it becomes necessary for himaccordingly 
to revert to his old home at P'ing-ho Hsien 
in Fuhkien. He has therefore applied to 
memorialist to solicit His Majesty’s sanction 
to the documents registering him as a 
native of the Shun-tien prefecture being 
cancelled.—Rescript : Let the Board con- 
cerned take note. 

(7) Postscript memorial from Yi Lu, 
Governor of Anhui. In the month of 
Tune of this year, and later on, reporis wero 
received from a number of departments 
and districts announcing the appearance 
of locusts in greater or less numbers. ‘The 
memorialist and Fu Ch'ing-yi, the Pro- 
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vineial Treasurer whe was acting as 
Governor during his absence, immediately 
issued positive instructions to the autho- 
rities of the places in question to order the 
military from all the neighbouring garri- 
sons, as well as the local police and the 
people themselves, to set to work to look for 
the grubs, fixing a price at the same time 
at which these would be purchased. ‘These 
steps were reported to His Majesty in the 
monthly memorial announcing the amonnt 
of rainfall and the prico of grain. By 
these precautions and the energy displayed 
in their execution the autumn crop was 
rescued from destruction. The locusts were 
particularly numerous in the five Depart 
ments or Districts of Ch’u Chow, Lai-an, 
Ho Ch’ow, Hsii-yi, and Ting-yuan, which 
are adjacent to the provinces of Kiangsu 
and sparsely populated, besides being 
hilly and full of lakes and dykes. The 
summer being dry, the people had all 
they could do to attend to the irrig: 
tion of their fields, and had no leisure 
to spare for the yrubbing up of locusts, 
so the task devolved on the sold 
and police runners, and would, it Ww: 
feared, be more than they could manage in 
combination with their regular duties. ‘Tho 
Governor-General Shén Pao-chéng, ho 
ever, ordered Wu Ch’ang-ch’ing, Brigadier- 
General, to come to the resotte with his 
men, and to aid in the search, distributi 
them over every part. This officer carried 
out his instructions most thoroughly, 
hastening here and there in the hottest 
time of the year, and busying himself day 
and night for upwards of a month. In 
course of time results began to be reported, 
and a total collection of over 440,000 catties 
of locusts was announced. ‘The memorialist 
ves not wish to apply for the bestowal of 
honors on the officials of his own province, 
who were, after all, doing no more than 
their duty, but he cannot refrain from 
bringing to His Majesty's notice the great 
benefits to agricultural interests that have 
been secured by the Brigadier-General Wu 
Ch'ang-ch’ing, for whom he would humbly 
solicit the bestowal of such marks of dis- 
tinction as are authorised by law.—Re- 
script : Let Wu Ch’ang-ch’ing be committed 
to the Board for the determination of a 
mark of distinetion.

(2) Joint memorial from Ming An and 
Yi Liang, Governor and Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor of Kirin respectively. Kirin is a 
region of wide extent on the distant 
borders of the Empire, which forms, as it 
were, the lips and teeth of the adjoining 
province of Féng-t'ien, with which it com- 
prises the country that produced the root 
from whence this dynasty derived its pros- 
perous developement. Being, also, a 
province under ailitary rule there was 
formerly an extremely limited number of 
civil officials stationed there, the three 
sub-Prefectures of Kirin, Petung, and 
and Ch’aug-ch'un being the only places 
at which territorial civil authorities were 
established, all yaméus for the bene- 
fit of the Manchus aud Chinese being 
under the goneral control of the Mili 


















tary Governor. In former days when 
the people were sparsely scattered over a 
wide area they may have been rightly des- 
cribed as quiet and simple, and therefore 
easily governed, but of late vagrant Chinese 
have come rushing in like a stampede in 
search of subsistence, some taking unau- 
thorised possession of waste land, others 
surreptitiously digging for gold dust, and 
congreyating in the greatest numbers in the 
der and more deserted region, ‘These 
invaders coming from every quarter, 
when they got together they began grad- 
ually to. develope certain habits ~ and 
peculiarities, and as the anthorities were 
unable to exercise a thorough supervision 
over them, brigindage overspread the 
country. ‘To eradicate brigandage the ques- 
tion of civil control has to be considered, 
aud hence the establishment of district 
authorities in this region has come to be 
the pressing need of the moment. As an 
instance of the reality of this need the 
experience of Chao Tun-ch’éng, the wei- 
yrs who was sent to take steps in con- 
nection with the wasie Jand round the 
wn of Ak’otun, may be cited. Ak’otun. 
is over 700 li distant from Kirin, and tho 
Gisposition of the people was so fierce 
and turbulent that they would not recognise 
official authority. On his first visit to 
this place in ‘connection with the re- 
demption of waste lands he had many 
ditticulties to contend with, but after he 
had resided there some time and the people 
were all accustomed to him, they went to 
him to settle all their disputes and lawsuits. 
Being merely an ollicial land surveyor with 
no judicial powers he was afraid to meddle 
with lawsuits, but the people tilled his room 
and begged him on their knees with such 
persistency to adjust their wronys that ho 
had nothing for it but to explain to tho 
contending parties s.:.¢ were the rights 
and wrongs of twir several disputes, 
vr enjoin upon them the observances of 
the grand principles of social morality, 
by which they should be guided in their 
conduct towards each other, or, again, give 
them good advico, with the restilt that they 
went out at peaco with each other, and 
contented with his arbitration. From this 
instance tho fact may be seen without 
further demonstration that under official 
control there will be order, and without it, 
anarchy. Now the threo ting referred 
to above are Manchu appointments, and 
should, under the regulations, be filled by 
oflicial’ clerks employed at’ the various 
Boards, ‘The duties of these clerks, how- 
excr, being confined only to documentary 
work at the Boards, this is the only subject 
with which they are acquainted, and they 
cannot be thoroughly versed in the art 
of administration, much less in the 
organisations of the people themselves. 
W they therefore to be employed 
at a moment's notice they would be 
unequal to the duties required of them. 
Even if there be amongst them a few who 
have followed the duly constituted path of 
official advancement and are possessed of 
passable abilities, their want of experienco 
would still stand in their way. Now that 
ndage is slightly on the decrease, and 
country is tooking up to a small 
its divi 1 into areas, and the 
establishment of officials over these areas, 
becomes a matter of urgent importance 
if the province is to be rescued [from 
anarchy.] But if no accommodation to 
peculiar circumstances is to be admitted, 
and Manchu officers are alone to be em- 
ployed, a relapse intu the old condition of 
things is seriously to be apprehended, and 
the measures of reform that are now con- 
templated will be stich only in name, and 
have.no practical results. Ch'ung Shih, 
wernor of Sheng King, fully appre- 
is fact, was careful, when estab-

fronticr, to apply for the services of 
Chinese as well as Manchu officials who 
already been incumbents of substan- 
tive posts. The conditions of Kirin are 
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similar to those of Feng-t'ien, and the 
memorialist having had an experience 
of this province extending now over nearly 
three years is fairly well acquainted with 
the merits and vices of the official class, a 
question which he entered into at length 
in his memorial last year applying for 
permission to increase tie executive of the 
province and institute certain changes, 
amongst which was a suggestion that a 
mixture of Manchus and Chinese should be 
employed. The question was referred by 
His Majesty to the Bard for consideration. 
In reply, they recognised the fact that the 
reforms ‘contemplated were suggested in 
the interests of the provines in question, 
and recommended that the memorialist 
should be allowed to carry out his plans 
after further and mature consideration 
of the subject. This recommendation 
was sanctioned by Imperial decree, copy 
of which was forwarded to the memo- 
rialist by the Board in the early part 
of the year, Immediate execution of his 
ans was, unfortunately, stayed by an 
insufficiency of funds to meet the additional 
expenditure that an increase of posts would 
entail.

December 16th.—(1) Shén Pao-chéng is 
granted two months congé on the ground 
of ill-health. 

(2) Postscript memorial from Chou Héng- 
ch'i, Governor of Shantung. ‘The acting 
Magistrate of Tung-ah Hsien reports that 
Ho Ghing-nan, an expectant magistrate, 
having been placed in charge of a remittance 
of sycee from the Kiukiang Custom House, 
amounting to Taels 63,330, for the office 
of the Imperial Household, started from 
‘Tung-p'ing Chow on the 26th October, and 
lost six of the sixty-one cases in which the 
silver was packed at a ferry across the 
Yellow River in the Tung-ah district, value 
Taels 5,930, a weiynan, someof theservants, 
and somemembersof the escort being drown- 
ed on the occasion. ‘The memorialist has 
to remark, in reference to this mishap, that 
remittances from the various provinces to 
Peking must travel along certain regular 
routes, and are forwarded from stage to 
stage by escorts furnished by the various 
local authorities.” Between Tung-p'ing and 
Tung-ah Hsien there is a ferry to be 
crossed, but although itis no great distance 
from the Yellow River, it is difficult to 
understand how so many as six cases of 
treasure could have been washed away in 
the transit. As, moreover, the different 
reports as to the circumstances of the mis- 
chief vary in the details, it is necessa 
that careful enquiries should be instituted. 
With this view, two special officers have 
been sent to the spot to make enquiries, and 
the Magistrate of the Tung-ah district has 
been written to to know whether or no the 
missing cases have been recovered. Re- 
seript : Let the Board concerned take note. 

December 17th. (1) The Acting Gov- 
ernor of Shénsi reports the following case 
of murder. Hsii Shou-chung was a labourer 
in the Ch’énz-ch’éng district in that prov- 
ince, and although bearing the same sur- 
name as his victim Hsi Shuang-chin, was 
not related to him. In March last Hsit 
Shuang-chin fell ill, and some weeks later 
it occurred to Shou-chung that he was very 
poor, while Shuang-chin, who was ill and 
powerless, had some seed corn stowed away 
in his house, so he thought he would kill 
him and secure the corn for himself. With 
this intent he went to see Shuang-chin, 
ostensibly to enquire how he was, and sat 
talking to the sick man until late at night, 















































when the latter advised him to go home, 
Shou-chung, however, begged to be allowed 
to remain until next day, as the night was 
dark and he was afraid of being attacked 
by wolves. Shuang-chin, deceived by his 
representations, allowed Shou-chung to 
remain, and told him, as he was frequently 
disturbed in the nighé, not to blow the light 
out, but to bolt the door and go to sleep. 
Shou-chung accordingly gut upon the Kang 
and laid down alongside Shuang-chin, who 
had removed his jacket, and, pulling the 
coverlet over himself, laid pon his side with 
his face away from Shou-chung. Shuang- 
chin’s sister, a child, lay at the other end 
of the Kang. When Shou-chung had 
satisfied himself on the evidence of his 
snoring that Shuang-chin was asleep, he 
stealthily got up, and sat astride of his 
companion's body. Shuang-chin awoke in 
a fright aud stragyled to free his arms but 
being weak from illness and hatnpered by 
the coverlet he was funable to do so, and 
Shou-chuug, divesting himself of his girdle, 
made a noose of it, and passing it round 
the sick man’s neck, palled it tight with all 
his might, and throttled him. Meanwhile 
the girl had woke, and, sitting up, began to 
cry. It then occurred to Shou-chung that 
he had better kill. her also, so he took up a 
small sword that was lying on the Kang, 
which was kept there as a weapon in case 
of attack from robbers, and stabbed the 
child with all his force, when she fell down 
and died immediately.” He next loosened 
his girdle from the neck of the strangled 
man, arranged the coverlet over him, and 
placed the body of tho girl upon the Hang; 
after which he piled a lot of straw upon 
the bodies and set fire to it, throwing his 
girdle into the flames. He then yot a sack 
belonging to Shuang-chin and having put 
tho seed corn into it, ecarcied it off on his 
back with the sword with which he had 
murdered the girl, secreting thom in his 
hous They were canght eight of on the 
following day by a cousin of Shuang-chin, 
who reported the circumstance to the 
village elder, aud Shou-chung was arrested 
and placed on his tri: when the facts 
above detailed were elicited, Ho has been 
sentenced to decapitation with exposure 
of his head at the scene of his crime. 
December 18th.—(1) A Decree. At the 
autumn revision of the condemned. lis 
from the various provinces by the Board of 
Punishments this year, the Board had to 
change no less than five cases of capital 
punishment in Szechuen from the fuan 
chiieh category to that of ch'ing shik or be- 
yond reprieve, and as many as six on tho 
Shantung list. Let the Governor-General, 
Governor, and Judges concerned be com- 
mitted to the Board for the determination 
of a penalty for the want of care they have 
shown, In future Tartar Generals, the 
Governors of the metropolitan prefecture, 
Governors General and Governors, must 
positively see that their subordinates con- 
form to the the determination of sen- 
tences on criminals, erring neither on the 

















































ty | side of undue harshness nor of misplaced 


humanity. ‘They must endeavour to wield 
the law with strict impartiality, and so 
second Our desire for the infliction of 
punishment in a careful and deliberate 
manuer, Let this decree be circulated for 
general instruction. 

(2) Li Hung-chang reports a daring at- 
tempt at escape on the part of four crim- 
inals lying under sentenee of death in the 
jail of the provincial capital, which was 
fortunately frustrated bya prompt appeal for 
assistance to the military on the part of the 
prison authorities, who were threatened 
with murder on attempting to seize the pri- 
soners. The memorialist has given orders 
for their summary execution. 

(3) Postscript memorial from the same 
officer. ‘The Prefect of Yung-p'ing Fu re- 
ports as follows :—At Shih-ho, a village in 
the west of the Fu-ning distriet, there lives 
a man called Hsieh Yu-hsin of a truly filial 
disposition. At the early age of fourteen, 
his father having been away from home for 
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many years and nothing having been heard 
of himi, he obtained his mother's permission 
to go beyond the Shan-hai Kuan to look 
for his father. After four years’ search he 
found him at a place on the sea-coast more 
than 5,000 li from their home, blind, and 
a beggar in the most helpless condition. 
The lad took his own clothes and put 
them on his father, taking the latter’s 
tattered garments in exchange. It was 
then the depth of winter, and such heavy 
snow fell that father and son were be- 
nighted in the open country, and for two 
days could not obtain any’ food at all, 
while the father’s legs were so swelled up 
with cold, that he could not walk a step, 
and gave himself up as lost. Yu Hi 

remonstrated with his father for giving in, 
and took him on his back, begying from 
people us they went along, for the means 
to support both, They travelled in this 
way some ten or more li per day, and 
when he was nineteen years of age’ they 
reached home. ‘The events above narrated 
occurred previous to the year 1864. Yn 
Hsin dutifully supported his father until 
the year 1874, when he died and was 
buried by his’ son with every mark of 
respect and grief, ‘The mother was seized 
with a bronchial affection in 1871, and 
suddenly expressed a desire for ice. It 
was in the month of August, and so the

was procurable. Yu Hain therefore took « 
Jong journey on foot to gratify his mother’s 
fancy. wife would not wear wadded 
clothes in winter that she might by this 
economy have means wherewith to prolong 
her mother’s life, and waited on her as- 
siduously for a long time.

Decomber 19th.—(1) A Decree.

‘and Moral Grandeur” (Tung Chih), having 
now been reported as complete, let the 
‘work be deposited in the Imperial Hall on 
the 6th of January, for which ceremony 
the various Yaméns concerned will rev- 
erently make preparations. pa 

(2) A Decree. ‘The reverent compilation 
of the “Veritable Record” of His late 
Majesty ‘Cung Chih having now been an- 
nounced as completed, on the occasion of 
its respectful entry [into the Imperial 
Hall], it is necessary to appoint official 
members of the Imperial Clin below the 
grade of Beitze or Kung to carry the 
volumes thither, Princes of the Blood, and 
Beité, escorting it on either side, in order 
to manifest the reverence [that should be 
observed on such an occasion.} Let the 
Tmperial Clan Court, therefore, in concert 
with the Board of Ceremonies, refer to the 
record of the ceremonies observed in the 
reign of Tung Chih upon a similar occasion, 
and report to Us. 

(3) A decree in reference to the same 
ceremony, ordering twenty officers of the 
Guard of the Antechambers, and the same 
number of the Guards of the Ch'ien Ching 
and great gates of the Palace, who may be 
off duty at the time, to be told off to keep 
watch in relays outside the door of the Pao 
Ho Hall, after the “ Veritable Record” has 
been deposited there. They are to be care- 
ful, while the doors of the Hall are opened 
for the reception of the precious volumes, 
not to allow any lights to be employed in 
its vicinity. mie 

(4) A Decree. Some time since Chang 
Shu-shéng reported the capture alive of 
the zebel leader Li Yang-ts’ai, which has 
already been announced by Imperial De- 
cree. ‘The Governor in question now re- 

jorts that Féng Tzit-lin, the Provincial 
ommander-in-chief, having already taken 
the deposition of this rebel and sent him 

















































‘to the provincial capital, a decree’as to the 
manner in which he shall be dealt with is 
solicited. Li Yang-ts’ai, the rebel leader, 
a man holding military rank, plotted 
sedition, and had the audacity to gather 
together a number of people, with whom 
he crossed the frontier, and harried An- 
nam, seizing and occupying a number of 
important strongholds where he defied the 
Imperial troops sent to arrest him. His 
crime is indeed great and his iniquity 
extreme. As he has now been captured 
alive, let the criminal in question be 
exectited in the capital of the province of 
Kuangsi, and let his head be sent to 
Annam, there to be exposed as a warning 
to others. 

December 20th—(1) A Decree. ©The 
Censor Chang Nai-yii represents that the 
path of official advancement is vecupied by 
too medley [a crowd pf aspirants], and 
prays that high officers in the capital and 
the provinces may be instructed to be more 
uncompromising in their selection of pro- 
bationers. ‘The path of ofticial life, whether 
in the direction of secretaries of metropoli 
tan Boards, or in that of ofticers below the 
grades of Taotai or prefect in the provinces 
is so crowded that it is impossible to pre- 

its being cumbered at times by useless 
incompetent aspirants. Exeveding die- 
to be exercised 
viduals, that 
thedeserving ones may gradually cometo the 
front, All probationers in the Boards will be 
therefore subjected to a searching examina 
tion by the heads of their respective de- 
partments at the end of three years’ service, 
and their subsequont rejection or retention 
be decided with uncompromising justice. 
‘The attention of provincial high authorities 
is directed to the decree of the 29th ult. 
respecting the examination of probationers, 
which must not be regarded by them asa 
nominal injunction. 

(2) A Decree. “The same Censor also 
reports that at Ch’ang-hsing, Hsiao-fény, 
and other districts in Chékiang at which 
immigration has been invited for the oceu- 
pation of waste lands, wanderers from other 
provinces have taken unauthorised possos- 
sion of occupied holdings and caused the 
rightful owners to fly before them, as they 
are afraid to claim [their property.] The 
excessive exaction of taxes by grasping 
underlings has, further, increased the ad- 
vent of strangers to the exclusion of in- 
digenous natives. He expresses his belief 
that this state of things is not confined to 
the province of Chikiang al ‘The 
reoccupation of waste lands after the de- 
vastations caused by the rebellion has 
depended for successtul development on 
the exertions of the local authorities, by 
whose efforts the farmers have been able 
to resume possession of their property and 
its appropriation by vagrants prevented. 
If the evils complained of by the Censor 
be such as he states them to be, they will 
increase as time goes on, and We hereby 
call upon pr high auth 
strictly to enjoin upon their subordinates 
the obligation they are under to maintain a 
jealous scrutiny, and promptly deal with 
any cases of wrongful appropriation of land 
which has an owner, or excessive exactions 
on the part of official underlings. 

December 21st.—The only document of 
importance in this day’s Gazette is a long 

from the Censor Téng Ch’ing-lin, 
drawing attention to the abuses that are 
engendered by the practice of leaving the 
composition of memorials and other doc- 
uments connected with the management of 
the troops at the Mausolea to the clerks 
in the draft office, who have succeeded in 
monopolising the conduct of all business in 
that department, and shaping reports to 
suit their own ends. He quotes several 
instances in support of his allegations, and 
coucludes with a request that Li Hung- 
chang may be directed to enquire into 
these cases, or that an Imperial Commis- 
sion may be appointed for the same pur- 
pose. In the succeeding Gazette a sum- 






















































mary of the report of Kwang-show, who 
was sent to the Mausolea to investigate 
these charges, will be found.

THE CASE OF CR’UNG-HOW. 
The following decree appears in the 





Peking Gazette of the 2nd inst, 

Ch'ung-how, senior Vice-President of the 
Court of Censors, having been despatched on 
{a mission, has taken upon himself to set 
{forth on his return to the enpital without 
awaiting the Imperial decree (authorising 
his return]. As a first step, let him be com- 
mitted to the Board for the determination 
of a rigorous penalty, and let him vacate 
his post pending their decision. Let the 
Grand Secretaries, Presidents of the Six 
Boards and nine chief Ministries of State, 
together with the Imperial Academy and 
Supervisorate of Instruction, take into 
careful consideration the Treaty and Reg- 
ulations negotiated by him, as well as the 
memorials on the subject presented by the 
‘Tsung-li Yamén on successive occasions. 
‘They will report the result to Us. 
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‘THE BIBLE IN CHINA. 
(Communicated.) 

For the last thirty years Bible work has 
been carried on in various parts of the 
Empire by as many colporteurs, both for- 
eign and native, as could be obtained. For 
many years the Wén-li alone was used ; 
during’ recent years the Bible in the Man- 
@atin has mostly been sold. ‘The Bible 
Societios are popular both in Europe and 
‘America, and as all denominations unite in 
their support large legacies are left to them. 
‘Men who do not put themselves down as 
belonging to any sect of Religionists are 
ardent supporters, as they believe the Bible 
isa good book and like to eee it eircuiated. 

‘The regulations of the Bible Societies 
have been very rigorous on one point; that 
is, to print without note or comment. "This 
regulation was absolutely necessary t» 
their existence in civilized lands. Many of 
the friends of the cause have regretted that 
the rule was so stringent, as among pagans 
it is desirable to have some explanatory 
notes and comments. ‘The heathen know 
nothing of the existence of God; they 
stumble over the word ‘Pharisee,” and 
many of the simplest things to any foreigner 
are mysteries to them. 

The Shanghai jonary Conference 
overtured the various Bible Societies on the 
subject. The Rev. Dr. Williamson, Agent 
of the National Bible Society of Scotland, 
haa obtained greater privileges than any 
hitherto granted, At the Shun-pao office 
ho has just issued an edition of the Gos 
with a preface to each. ‘The Society allows 
chapter headings. Instead of grouping them 
at the beginning of the chapter he has scat- 
tered them along on the wide upper margin 
or “Heaven head.” ‘These headings have 
been mado very’ full, so that they fill 
nearly the whole margin, thus throwing a 
flood of light upon the page. ‘The Vener- 
able Doctor is to be congratulated on hi 
success. Decidedly the most appropriate 
edition for circulation among the Chinese

‘THE BARRINGTON GOLDFIELD, NEW SOUTH 
WALES. 
Communicated.) 

This new goldfield is situated some 150 
miles from Sydney and covers an immen: 
stretch of country, but the parts most 
favour at present are the Back Creek 
gings, ‘The field presents a far differen 
appearance to what it did when it was first 
opened; at that time there wero only a few 
diggers fosicking up and down the creeks. 
Our party struck a reef at 42 feet level, 
where the very place is now surrounded ali 
round by claims. ‘The greater part of the 
population is gathered round the township 

ck Creek, where only a few months back 
but a few prospecters were camped. Back 
Creek would be known as a digging town- 
ship if there were no signs of digging 
near it. The wooden buildings have been 
rashly thrown together, the streets badly 
Inid out and with no regard to levels, and 
everything presents the appearance of arush. 
Ie was daylight when I arrived after riding 
some 30 miles during the night, and there 
were crowds of loungers about the bars and 
in front of the public house doors. Gener- 
ally speaking, this would indicate prosperous 
times. Diggers unfortunately imbibe in 
proportion to the gold they get. But as I 
will have occasion to show, there are many 
miners so-called at Back Creek whi are too 
lazy to work, too lazy even to earn honestly 
the money they recklessly squander. In too 
many cases do they prefer to sell shares in 
leases they have only applied for, choosing 
rather to live in idleness than prospect their 
ground, These are the loafers, these are 
not the men who have made Back Creek 
what it is and will make it I think before 
the end of this summer the greatest gold- 
field in New South Wales. There are men

stamp who have lived on wallabies and 
wallaroos, dollying and crushing enough 
gold to keep them alive while crushing 
machinery was being erected. These are 
the men to whom Back Creek is indebted 
for its present condition, 

‘My first night on the Creek gave me 
time to look around and make a few en- 

iries. ‘The nights are usually spent in 

Drinking and card playing are 
great amusements, and added to these 
there is a skittle alley. Let no one 
picture Back Creek as a large extent of 
canvas tents—most of the buildings are of 
wood, and considering its proximity to 
Sydney this is as it should be; and there 
are evidences of civilization that would not 
be met with on any of the remote goldtiells 
in Queensland. 

After having had a geod look round the 
field and having inspected the principal 
claims, I have very little hesitation in say- 
ing that Back Creek has a brilliant future 
in store for it. Let no poor man go there, 
it is not a poor man's field. ‘The ground 
on all sides is taken up and not worked; the 
mining regulations in this colony allow this, 
whereas in Queensland, in Victoria, not an 
inch of ground can be taken np ‘withont 
working it, ‘This is the blight of fanlty min- 
ing regulations, encouraged by the mining 
department of this colony. Many men 
have gone to Back Creek willing to work, 
men of experience, men of energy and men 
with means sufficiently ample to weather

has been denied them.’ The loafers of Back 
Creek, who either expect to sell shares to 
new comers, and expect the yold to be 
taken out for them, or hope to delude 
speculators, have fastened on the ground. 
Many of the leases that have. beon ‘applied 
for have never been surveyed, and many 
that have been surveyed have never b 
granted, Another drawback to Back C 
is the deficient and defective crushing 
machinery, for I am certain that a great 
deal of gold is lost in the process of crush- 
ing. But worse thanall, the crushiny power 
falls for short of requirements. There are 
only three batteries with ten heads of 
stampers each, capable of crushing 100 tons 
of quartz each per week. That falls far 












short of what is wanted. Iam certain 
that at least 2,000 tons of stone are 
raised weekly. A finer field for the erec- 
tion of crushing machinery has rarely 
presented itself—a good supply of wood 
and water.

ry bag of quartz bein; 
may be considered high 
wartz in many of the Vic- 
torian goldfields can be cruslied for 10s. per 
ton. Looking at Back Creek generally, the 
goldfield presents a perfect network of reefs, 
several of which are payable but most of 
them have not had time as yet to be proved. 
The reefs are high in the ranges and they 
are thickly timbered, which affords great 
economy for the working of the shafts and 
the field generally. At present as high as 
lis. « ton is paid for carting the quartz to 
the batteries. It is estimated there are 
over 2000 miners on the fiell, and should 
some of the new reefs turn out well, there 
is not the slightest doubt, but that the 
population will be doubled before long. 
Considering its proximity to Sydney good 
roads might easily be made, as the goldfield 
is only about 50 miles from the railway and 
most of the miners hare swagyed it, and 
swaggers are to be met daily on the road. 
A few speculators have come to the field of 
late, but from hearsay they have not se 
the field in the same light as it has been 
represented. No doubt there has been and 
will be a lot of blow. I kngw of an instance 
where claims have been reported to be 
extremely rich, and when the quartz has 
been crushed it has been proved that they 
did not consider it payable. 

Back Creek is divided into a right-hand 
branch and a left-hand branch. The latter 
has been most worked, and by far the 




















from it. Here and there on the ranges 
abandoned shafts told their tale of failure. 
A time may soon come when 20s. a ton for 
erushing and 11s. a ton for carting will bo 
relics of a bygone period. The first line of 
reefs is known as the Melbourne. The 
claim is held by three men, who are down 
with their shaft 60 feet.

‘There 
are only five shareholders in the claim, 
but eighteen men all work night and 
day. In connection with the Hidden 
‘Treasure reef, there are about it greater 
indications of permanence than about most 
of the others, The walls are of nice slate 
with clay and soft slate between that and 
the reef ; soft greasy slate is what a miner 
likes when he is after gold, and in this 
claim it is to be found in abundance, In 
the No. 1 North Hidden Treasure gold 
has been found in an open cutting. ‘This 
claim has been sold for £350. The Moun- 
tain Maid Prospecting claim stands promi- 
nently forward as the richest mine on the 
Barrington, Gold was struck almost on 
the surface and has been followed down 
to ninety-four feet. The first two crush- 
ings were as follows :—83 tons, 7,828 028.; 
and 153 tons, 2,295 ozs. ‘The next crush- 
ing after that a greater width of stone 
was taken, and the result from 335 tons 
was 2,200 ’ozs., so that in round numbers 
about £24,000 worth of gold has been 
obtained from the reef in three crush- 
ings. ‘There was scarcely a pieze of quartz 
Isaw that I did not see gold in the solid 
stone. ‘The first two crushings were picked 
stone, the last crushing was not. Like 
nearly all the gold at Back Creek, that in 
the Mountain Maid claim contains about 
one tenth part of silver.
